Feed Mill, Curing House, . 
Dairy and Canning Estab- 
lishment for DeKalb, 


News comes from Decatur that a 
modern feed mill to manufacture feed- 
stuffs for cattle and a large capacity 
* earing house supplemented by an up- 
to-date dairy and canning establish- 
ment will be built in Dekalb county 
during the next few months if the 
plans of enterprising promoters ma- 
terialize. 

Leading business men and farmers 
of the county have been working on 
the plan, a mass meeting was held 
at the courthouse this week, and an- 
other is scheduled for Saturday at 
noon at the Decatur courthouse, 
‘Those interested in the venture realize 
the possibilities of co-operation be 
tween farmers and business men. 

It is hard to estimate the economic 
waste of sending raw materials out 
of the state to be manufactured and 
then back into the state for consump- 
tion with a resulting loss to our farm- 
ers and manufacturers, 

According to plans a co-operative 


company will be formed. Subscribers 


for stock will be solicited until suffi- 
cient funds are raised. When the 
company has been organized the farm- 
ers will be asked to contract for the 
raw materials necessary to keep the 
mill operating. The farmers will be 
paid top prices for the peas, hay, corn, 
etc., that go into the feed. T @ ease 
of transportation and the close con- 
nection between the mill and the con- 
sumer will enable the mill to supply 
feed at cheaper rates and to pay & 
dividend to each investor, it is said. 

The potato curing plant will be op- 
erated on the same general plan, and 
will enable the farmers to grow larger 
potato crops, and to conserve their 
product for the market. 

Both marketing ventures were out- 
growths of the cotton situation which 
has made it vitally necessary for De- 
Kalb farmers to diversify their crops,

The plan is to turn the grain into 
a money crop. The elevator will hold 
the grain for market in such a condi- 
tion that it will eommand the highest 
prices. The completion of this ele- 
vator will be a great boon to the farm- 
ers and shows a spirit of progress 
which is to be commended, 

It is hoped that the elevator will 
be constructed in a _ short’ time, so 
that the farmers will be able to bene- 
fit from it as soon as possible. Inci- 
dentally a potato curing warehouse 
is also being planned to be run ip 
connection with the grain elevator. 


2400-Egg Commercial 
Hatchery Established 
In Dublin. 


That the gospel of co-operative mar- 
keting and organization has spread to 
all sections of the state and is be- 
ginning to take concrete form is also 
evidence by the establishment in Dub- 
lin of a 2,400-egg commercial hatch- 
ery, divided into comparaments for 
200 eggs each, which are available to 
the various poultrymen of that sec- 
tion. The price for incubating each 
egg is 4 cents and reports from Dub- 
Un state that every space in the 
hatchery was taken for the first set- 
ting, and that many reservations were 
ma e for the second. This is not the 
- first hatehery to be established in the 
state, but so far as we know it is the 
largest. In time, and it won't be long, 
such a hatchery will be established 
in every section of the state. 

And when it is proven that it is 
economical te hatch chickens on the 
co-operative plan it won't be long 
fore the realization comes that it will 
be even more economical to market 
the chickens by co-operation—on a 
wholesale plan. And when that day 
comes the farmer will sell bis chick- 
ens, not by the pound, but by the

H. L. Worsham, of Monroe county, 
that the new cannery at Camp 
Wheeler will eontract with farmers of 
this county for pimento ppers at 
1 3-4 cents per pound, N Hall 
potatoes at 40 cents per ushel, 
graded; beans at 45 cents per bushel 
and tomatoes at $10 per ton. Four 
representatives of the cannery will 
be in Monroe county soon to draw 
up these contracts with the farmers. 
To avail themselves of this source of 
income, farmers of this section will 
extensively diversify this season. 

The women on the farms in Mon- 
roe county are becoming interested in 
various lines of farm and home prod- 
ucts. They are being taught to grade 
and standardize their eggs and are 
already getting high prices for them. 
They are learning how and where to

Governor Hardwick Speaks. 


President Allen then introduced 
Governor Hardwick, declaring that 
the governor had shown that he is a 
merchant of ability in the manner in 
which he has taken charge of the big- 
gest merchandise businesses in the 
country, the state’s business.

“I do not feel that we have any 
grounds for pessimigm,’ the governor 
continued, “If the merchants can es- 
cape the perils early this year they 
will be able to reap the harvest when 
the reaction comes.” 


Praise for Merchants. 


Governor Hardwick then paid a 
tribute to the “invincible and indomit- 
able spirit” the Atlanta merchants 
have shown during the business de- 
pression. He said Atlanta felt this 
depression less than other southern 
cities because of the cheerful and- 
smiling fight made by the ‘merchants 
for Atlanta. 

“And don’t get it into your heads 
that the countryman of Georgia does 
not love ‘Atlanta. No matter what 
he says sometimes he admires the 


city which is really the wonder city 
of the south. The retail merchants 
of Atlanta now face the greatest op- 

tunity of their lives to fufnish 
courage and inspiration to the busi- 
ness people of Georgia,” the gover- 
nor declared. 

Governor Hardwick then spoke 
briefly of his plans to put the state 
of Georgia on a better business basis 
and asked for the co-operation of the 
merchants to this end. He declared 
that there is but one state depart- 
ment that has an auditor and recom- 
that & complete, auditing 
system be es 2 which will 
enable any citizen of Georgia to go 
to the books and see exactly how his 
State stands financially. 


Wants Budget System. 


He recommended the establishment 
of a careful budget system in han- 
dling the state’s affairs. He warned 
the members of the association that 
if the business men do not pay more 
attention to the business. affairs of 
the state financial disaster will come. 

At the conclusion of his speech 
ernor Hardwick was presented with 
a handsome basket of flower by Sec- 
retary Hohenstein in behalf of the 
association.

Rotb- 
berg as nominee for the presidency, 
Clarence Haverty. for first vice pres- 
ident apd Thomas C. Dicksor second 
vice president. The nominations were 
closed and the three were elected by 
unanimous vote of the association. 

Mr. Rothberg made a short speech 
of acceptance, in which he pledged his 
best energies toward building up the 
association and guiding its affairs suc- 
cessfull¥ during the year.
